 WHEREAS, the County of Erie would promise to hold the districts financially harmless; and 
 
 WHEREAS, this modification is a major change in the way our school districts are funded 
requiring New York State Legislative approval and relies on the continuation of the STAR program 
in its present configuration and agreement by the 3 cities and the towns to no changes in the 
distribution formula.

I was trying to avoid potential, adverse 
publicity regarding myself, the Legislature as a whole and the Board of Elections. The majority 
leader and Chairperson would not allow for the abstention and directed the Clerk to record my 
abstention as an affirmation. The Chairperson stated she would request a legal opinion on whether 
the affirmation could be upheld. 
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I am asking the Board of Ethics to advise me as to whether or not this is legal. I would request the 
affirmation be changed to an abstention, based on your record of decision.

I have discussed your letter of July 19, 2006 with the Chairperson of the County Ethics Board, 
David Mineo, and our legal counsel on the Board Susannah Bochenek. 
 
We discussed and reviewed the Local Law No. 10-1989 which established a code of ethics for Erie 
County. 
 
Nothing in the Ethics Law prohibits a Legislator from voting on a Legislative Resolution unless 
he/she has a “substantial personal economic interest” in such a resolution. In addition, nothing in the 
Ethics Law would either directly or indirectly infer that voting on the appropriation of funds for a 
County Department, even if a family member worked in that department, would be a conflict of 
interest. 
 
It does not appear that either you as a Legislator nor your husband as a Commissioner in the Board 
of Elections, had anything financially to gain by your voting on the aforementioned resolution. 
 
We do not believe the Board of Ethics has any control or jurisdiction over how your vote was 
recorded. We will continue to research this matter and I will advise you of anything further on this 
issue.
